Thursday morning word was re- 
ceived from Ottawa that Canon John 
Wheeler House had died suddenly 
early that morning. Word of the 
passing of the Canon

Canon House wps 57 years of age 
and just before he left for the east 
in November had been made a Canon. 
He had gone to Ottawa after being ap- 
pointed acting superintendent of the 
Indian School Administration for the 
Church of England in Canada. For 


the past seventeen years he had been | 


principal of the Old Sun Indian 
School on the Blackfoot Reserve. 

Born in England he received his 
early education at Deacons Schovl, 
Péte: borough, England and came to 
Canada in 1912. In Saskatoon he tt- 
tended Emmanual College and at the 
University of Saskatchewan received 
his. Bachelor of Arts. After graduat- 
ing hé was sent to Nipawan and was 
travelling missionary for a large area 
there. Later he was moved to Unity, 
Sask., and in 1930 was appointed 
principal of Old Sun School just south 
of Gleichen, 

Canon House was a member of the 
' Masonic Lodge and in 1941-42 was 
Grand Chaplain of the Grand Lodge 
of Alberta, 

Canon House was very well known 
in military headquarters as a re- 
turned veteran from World War 1. He 
was an infantry sergeant in France

To worship at the 
manger of Jesus is to reverence the 
divine possibilities in every human he- 
ing and so lead, instruct and guide, 
by precept and example, the children 
in our generation that they may grow 
up to honor and - serve the Christ 
whose birthday’ we celebrate at 
Christmas time. 

If we would have the angelic song 
of “peace on earth among men of 
goodwill” ringing in our hearts 
throughout the whole year we must 
extend our good will far beyond the 
circle of our friends.

THEN AND NOW 
Recently we saw and old newspaper 
printed 25 years ago in it was an 
article entitled “Motoring Through 
Snowdrifts”. Today it looks as if they 
had funny ideas in those days aud 
wonder if anyone follows the idea now 
Here is the article. “Press out the 
clutch as you hit the drift, From now 
on until the end of winter, snow is 
likely to occur at any time—at least 
in most sections. A weekend trip, 
begun in warm weather, may finish 
in a driving snow storm, Old drivers 
know how to handle a drift that hus 
formed in the roadway and causes 
the wheels to spin dround and around, 
‘New motorists may ‘have had no 
chance to learn their lesson, and are 
thus likely to attempt to force their 
way through the drift without press- 
ing out their clutch. The elutch will 
soon burn out completely if this 
method is practiced. The only way 
to force your car through the 
tantalizing drift (unles you wish to 
get out and kick the snow away) is to 
press out the clutch as you strike the 
drift, If you do not get through, 
back out in your tracks for ten yards 
or so, and again charge the driit— 
pressing out your clutch at the last 
moment, A few charges of this kind 
will put you on the home side of the 
average drift, with nothing to worry
